WINNTPPG—It is conservatively es- 
timated in grain trade circles here 
that Canada ‘will dispose of about 
25,000,000 bushels of wheat of all kinds 
in the United States this crop year. 
The importance of this is that it is 1 
new market for grain that would 
otherwise remain in Canada. 

Continuance of healthy export trade 
in Canadian grains to the United Sta- 
tes is shown in the September figures 
chtainable from the United States 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce. These show that a total of 
2,754,562 bushels of Canadian wheat 
valued at $2,829,994 entered during the 
month and paid a duty of 42 cents a 
bushel, This was for human consump- 
tion.

OTTAWA—1J.A.C. Osborne, secretary 
of the Bank of England, has been ap- 
pointed deputy governor of the Bank 
of Canada, Finance Minister BE. N. 
Rhodes announced last week. The ap- 
pointment ‘will take effect as at De- 
cember 1 and will be for five years. 
It has been arranged, however, that 
Mr. Osborne may return to England 
before the expiry of his term as the 
deputy governor “if he can conven- 
fently be released.”

ROYALTY ON NAPHTHA DOUBLED 


EDMONTON—.Pursuant. to. th? 
agreement drafted when the province 
took control of its natural resources 
on October 1, 1930, the royalty 
naphtha will be increased from 5 to 10 
per cent on Jan. 1, according to Hon. 
Hugh W. Allen, Minister of Lands and 
Mines, 

Asked to sxplain the circumstances 


on 


surrounding the change, the minister 
said: “At the time the natural resour- 
ces were transferred to thé province 
the Dominion regulations provided 
that the royalty on naphtha produc- 
fon should be 5 per cent and that 
this should be increased to 10 per cent 
on January 1, 1935. Those regulations 
were adopted by the government, but 
the royalty collected is only from the 
lands leased by the government. How- 
ever, on alienated lands which are 
leased by the producers from private 
individuals or corporations the royal- 
ties collected in many instances ex- 
ceed 10 per cent at the present time.

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Alberta Coal Operators 
Want $5 Per Ton Rate 


Agitation for a statutory rate of $5 
per ton on coal moving from Alberta 
to Ontario is being pressed through 
the medium of the office of the Al- 
herta Trade Commissioner, the various 
coal associations and other bodies, ac- 
cording to information from C.G, Dur- 
ham, secretary of the Drumheller 
Coal Operators Ltd., when interviewed 


about a recent editorial which ap- 
peared in Liberty of October 20, in 
which @ttention was drawn to the 


comic opera situation of Canada im- 


| porting coal when the coal resources 
‘of the Dominion have yet hardly been 


scratched. 


“The editorial is timely and while 
publicity has not been given to the 
issue, there is a move under way to 
interest the members of the Dominion 
Government in fixing a statutory rate 
of $5 per ton as against the present 
subsidized rate of $5.50 per ton,” Mr.
